REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND DISTRICT CHIEF 
LEST WE FORGET - IT CAN HAPPEN HERE 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds of homes are more 
prevalent on the west coast with their dry seasons and strong dry hot winds 
but 25 years ago this fall is the anniversary of a disaster that devastated large 
areas of northern New England leaving villages in ashes with rows of cellar- 
holes and chimneys in a number of summer vacation home locations. Many 
lives were lost on that destructive day of October 23, 1947, nothing could 
stop the wind driven flames. 


It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hampshire but they 
happened once, they can happen again. The fuel for fires is all around us. 
All it takes is a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit of carefulness with 
fire at all times can we meet the challenges of protection when dry conditions 
prevail. Please let these reminders be your guide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard a firebrand - 
a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. 


2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The burning o f 
household rubbish is not permitted if your town has rubbish collection. 
Burning of grass or garden litter can be dangerous. See your warden 
first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed and if they are, 
put them dead out when leaving. 


4, Most Important - Instruct your children in the danger of the lighted 
match. A lighted match and dry grass or forest litter is a dangerous 
combination which leads to destructive loss and can lead to tragedy. 

The past year - 1971 was a favorable year for the control of fires. There 

were too many fire starts in some towns. We thank those who remembered 


and ask others to heed Smokey's message.

In 1971, | established a committee of Fire Department Officers to study 
the future replacement of firefighting equipment that the Town of Allenstown 
should consider for better and up-to-date fire protection. Our 1954 GMC 
Tanker has seen better years, | replaced the pump on this vehicle in 1971 in 
an emergency situation. This truck will be twenty years old in 1974. | feel 
that this truck should be replaced by a new cab and chassis, seeing that we 
do have a new pump on it and the body is in good condition. This tanker 
pumper answers all calls and also brush fires because of its water capacity. 
| do strongly urge that the Town of Allenstown start a special capital reserve 
fund for the purpose of replacing and obtaining firefighting equipment as 
such, and to continue this annually so to easethe burden onthe taxpayers 
when the occasion arises in the future. 


This past year our training program has been strengthened by a twenty 
week State training course, conducted by a state instructor. (This will be 
held annually from now on.) Also, weekly training sessions of our own are 
being held, so to better our firefighting methods in order to serve you to our 
fullest. Our fire prevention program, | feel, is one of the best. This past 
year we have acquired a list of people who are shut-ins, invalids, etc., with 
their addresses, so as to know what to expect should an emergency arise at 
their homes. 


From our annual fund raising drives, we have purchased $1,500.00 worth 
of radio communications equipment, plus $500.00 worth of other firefighting 
equipment. We the members also donated our time of 300 man hours on four 
different Search and Rescue operations. 


This past year we were faced with a 50% increase in arson fires. Majority ° 


of these fires were in the Bear Brook State Park Area. This is why | feel that 
the State of New Hampshire should reimburse the Town of Allenstown for such 
fires, seeing that our town doesn't collect a penny from any sources at this 
State Park, but yet we have to furnish them with Police and Fire Protection, 
and we bear all expenses except for brush fires. | have met with state offic- 
ials on many occasions here and in Concord on this matter, but to no avail. 
The answer | got was, and | quote, "It has to be an Act of the Legislature," 
| asked how come in the past in some cases we were reimbursed? No answer 
was given. | assure you, the Townspeople of Allenstown, that | will do my 
best to see that an Act of the Legislature is introduced for this matter. The 
State of New Hampshire has money for patrolling that area, but none for the 
firefighters. 
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To the People of Allenstown, Thank You again for your cooperation and 
understanding, and the interest that so many have shown. 


The Members of the Department and | will continue to serve you to the 
best of our ability.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examination and audit 
of the accounts of the Town of Allenstown for the fiscal year ended Decem- 
ber 31, 1971, which was made by this Division in accordance with the vote 
of the Town. Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 


One of the enclosed audits must be given to the Town Clerk for reten- 
tion as part of the permanent records. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and records 
of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector (Period March 10, 1971 
to December 31, 1971), Town Clerk, Municipal Court, Public Library and 
Trustee of Trust Funds. 


The accounts of Frank E. Noel, Tax Collector, for the period January | 


1, 1971 to March 9, 1971 were examined previously and a report of this 
examination was sent to your Board on April 23, 1971. 
FINANCIAL INFORMATION 


General Fund: 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1970 and December 31, 1971: 
(Exhibit A-1) 


Comparative Balance Sheets - General Fund- as of December 31, 1970 
and December 31, 1971 are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, 
the Current Deficit of the Town increased by $23,038.40, from $10,755.67 
to $33,794.07, during 1971. 
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Analysis of Change in Current Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2) 

An analysis of the change in current financial condition of the Town 
during the year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the 
change indicated therein. These were as follows:

Comparative Statement of Appropriations and Expenditures, Estimated and 
Actual Revenues: (Exhibits A-3 and A-4) 


Comparative statements of general fund appropriations and expenditures 
- estimated and actual revenues: - for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1971, are presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the Budget 
Summary (Exhibit A-4), a net overdraft of appropriations of $38,920.58 less 
a revenue surplus of $15,854.35 resulted in a net budget deficit of 
$23,066.23. 


Capital Projects Fund: 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1970 and December 31, 1971: 
(Exhibit A-5) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1970 and December 
31, 1971 are presented in Exhibit A-5. As indicated therein, there was an 
unappropriated surplus of $17,147.32 at December 31, 1971. This amount 
represents the balance of accumulated income derived from interest invest- 
ments, premiums on sale of bonds and accrued interest on sale of bonds. 


Long Term Indebtedness: 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1970 and December 31, 1971: 


Comparative Balance Sheets - Long Term Indebtedness - as of Decem- 
ber 31, 1970 and December 31, 1971 are presented in Exhibit A-6. 


As of December 31, 1971 the long term indebtedness of the Town a- 
mounted to $1,624,000.00 and consisted of outstanding sewer bonds totalling 
$1,615,000.00 and outstanding long term notes of $9,000.00. 


A statement of debt service requirements as of December 31, 1971 is 
contained in Exhibit A-7. 


TREAS URER 


General Fund: 
Classified Statement of Receipts and Expenditures: (Exhibit B-1) 


A classified statement of general fund receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1971, made up in accordance with the uni- 
form classification of accounts, is included in Exhibit B-1. Proof of the 
Treasurer's balance as of December 31, 1971, is indicated in Exhibit B-2. 


Special Sewer Project Fund: (Exhibit B-3) 


A statement of the activity in the Special Sewer Project Fund account 
during the year is contained in Exhibit B-3. 


The proceeds of sewer bonds and long term notes issued during the fiscal 
year are accounted for in this fund. The fund balance on hand at December 
31, 1971 consisted of $31,289.13 and $1,600,000 invested in certificates of 
deposit. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the custody, 
receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and audited in ac- 
cordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and accordingly in- 
cluded such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures 
as were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


Verification of uncollectedand unredeemed taxes was made by mailing 
notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Tax Collector's records. 
Consequently, the amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes as indicated 
in this report are subject to any changes which may be necessitated by the 
return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Overdraft of Appropriations and Application of the Municipal Budget Law: 


Your attention is directed to Exhibit A-3, Comparative Statement of 
"General Fund" Appropriations and Expenditures. You will note therein that 
during 1971 budgetary expenditures exceeded total appropriations voted by 
the Town Meeting and consequently resulted in a net overdraft of appropria- 
tions of $21,650.30, computed as follows: 
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Overdrafts of Budgetary Appropriations $27,548.39 
Unexpended Balances of Budgetary Appropriations 5,898.09 
Net Overdraft of Budgetary Appropriations $21,650.30 


This overdraft resulted ina violation of Section 10 of the Municipal 
Budget Law (R.S.A. Chapter 32), the provisions of which prohibit the Board 
of Selectmen or other expending agencies from making or incurring expendi- 
tures in excess of total appropriations voted by the Town, or for which an 
appropriation has not been made. 


When an unusual circumstance arises during the year which makes it 
necessary to expend money in excess of the total amount appropriated for 
all purposes, the Selectmen are required by law (R.S.A. 32:10-a) to apply 
to the Tax Commission for authority to make such expenditures in excess of 
total appropriations. No such authority may be granted until a majority of 
the budget committee has approved the application in writing. 


The records indicate that the procedure outlined above was not followed 
with respect to excess expenditures incurred in 1971. 


Furthermore, it is noted that this is the fourth consecutive fiscal year 
in which expenditures have exceeded total authorized appropriations. Dur- 
ing this period, the current deficit of the Town increased by $30,664.53, 
from $3,129.54 to $33,794.07. 


The purpose of the Municipal Budget Law is to control the appropria- 
tion and expenditure of money in municipalities. When its provisions are 
not adhered to, the law becomes ineffectual. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 71, Section 27-a, of the Revised Statutes 
Annotated require that the auditors' summary of findings and recommenda- 
tions (letter of transmittal) shall be published in the next annual report of the 
Town. Publication of the Exhibits contained in the audit report is optional, 
at the discretion of the Board of Selectmen. 


We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of Allenstown for 
their assistance during the course of the audit.
